Doctor Stresses 

Need of Medical 
Aid to Indigents 

Public Health Must Be Safe- 
guarded During 
; Depression 

CHILDREN IMPORTANT 

Tuberculosis is Grave Danger 
Of Under-Nourished 
Poor of Today 

That medical . services should be 
available to all was the keynoto of 
the talk of Dr. Grant Fleming, pro- 
fessor of Public Health and Pre- 
ventative Medicine and Director of 
that department ' at McGill, at tho 
luncheon of the Lion's Club yester- 

Dr. Fleming is also the medical 
director of tho Financial • Federation 
of^.this city. His subject was "Safe- 
guarding public health during the 
present" 

Relief of the poor was first startod 
in the time of Queen Elîzabeth, stated 
tho speaker, when 'Parliament passed 
the Poor Laws, which are partly In 
force in the present day. They 
enacted that every rrian had a right to 
food and lodging. Medical ' service 
should.be available to all. 
At tho present . time methods are 
Ifferent. In Quebeo the government 
as found It satisfactory to subsi- 
dize) private organizations such as 
the Federated Charities. In ordinary 
circumstances this method is suf- 
ficient. But when faced with the un- 
employment and its accompanying 
distresses it is time for the govern- 
ment to take a direct hand In relief. 
Not Pure Relief 
Neither is it a .matter of pure re- 
lief Dr. Fleming continued. There 
must be health services as well. There 
must be supervision of tho (Hot of 
familles, taking relief. Rickets and 
kindred diseases are recognized to be 
due to malnutrition especially before 
birth. Preventions br-morei' important" 
than correction and all. poor families' 
diets Bhould be properly supervlzed. 

ho whole health is dependant on the 
diet. 

One of the most prevalent diseases 
of poverty is tuberculosis. Fortunàte- 
lyi'trem'eridous strides have been made 
in the prevention of that disease' 
Which Is one of poverty. The children 
of those in relief lists are in ill- 
health and are open to attack. Dr. 
Fleming - mentioned that there was 
some talk of cutting the relief grants, 
In conclusion ho made an appeal . to 
the Lion's Club and other such bodies 
saying that "it at this time of hard- 
ness and ill-health, there is insuf- 
ficient feeding of the poor, thore will 
be a marked increaso in tuberculosis 
and other grave ^maladies."

Eight of those coming here are en- 
tering Commerce, six into applied 
science, throe Into agrlculturo dt Mac- 
Donald, and two Into arts and science. 
There are also three going to Toronto. ' I 
eight to Queen's and one each to the I 
University of British Columbia . and 
the agricultural college at Guelph, 

The reason for bringing these men 
out to Canada is to give useful citi- 
zens to this country who will 
strengthen tho ties with the Old 
Country.

) Elsewhere on this page is printéd the 
Âtrfletic Board Account for the year end- 
ing|May 31, 1931, It should be of especial 
interest to those who remember the argu- 
ment over the seating arrangements at the 
games ... which raged last . session when 
better accommodation for student ticket- 
holders was requested. 

For the past several years the Athletic 
Board has shown a staggering deficit. The 
session of 1930-31 has been no exception. 
The revenue amounted to $19,765.28 as 
-against an expenditure of §24,846.92, leav- 
ing an excess expenditure of $5,081.64 to 
be made up by thé University. 

Certainly no "commercialism of sport" 
charge can be laid against this institution. 
Football, ,the big money attraction- at 
American colleges shows a loss at McGill 
of almost six and one. half thousand dollars. 
All the other athletic activities show a 
deficit with the sole exception of hockey. 
The winter sport, with a profit of $2,830.- 
64, is the only bright spot on the whole 
list. This good showing is probably due to 
the success of the team last year in reach- 
ing the Eastern Allen Cup playdowns, with 
the resulting heavy schedule and added 
révenue' due to the large number of games 
played. A poor team this or any other year 
would reduce this figure .considerably, in 
fact, the hockey club.showed 'a loss in 1929- 
30 of about threè tjlousan& : dollarè, despite 
the fact that the 'team won the inter- 
collegiate title. ''• .i 

In the face of a; deficit amounting to 
over one-quarter of the revenué it is ob- 
vious that the Athletic 'Bpard cart jnot pro- 
I vide better accommodation -for students if 
I in doing so they 'must increase their, al- 
f -eady heavy budget, that .is, unless, they 
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present loss. The allotmen 
ball, B. W. and' F;,' track 
profit-making clubs which at present ab- 
sorb each year a sum equal to over half of 
the amount raiKed""-f rbin' the 'Student levy 
can not, without reason, be reduced drastic- 
ally. Public 'opinion; demands that the f dot- 
ball team,: . like the navy, be kept up to 
strength liegardles's 1 .' of expense. Beyond 
thèse there are few departments in which 
expenses can possibly be reduced without 
a proportionate loss of efficiency. 

These being the facts, it is scarcely 
reasonable to expect the Athletic Board to 
go to further 1 expense without making 
some attempt to raise the student sub- 
scription from ten to, say, fifteen dollars. 
,Wê can foresee the fate that any motion as 
unpleasant as this would receive at the 
hands of the Students' Society.

Recalling the mental tortures we suf-_ 
r in our.fréshman days leads us to try 
to record the major activities of several of 
the 1 many campus organizations.

Club the Red and White Revue, the Daily, 
andffthe Choral and Operatic Socièty are 
among thé larger and better known of 
voluntary student activities. These need 
no introduction to the first year man for

Noted Presbyterian 
Dies This Summer 

Rev. J. Williamson Was Pro- 
fessor in College Here 

One of the • outstanding figures in 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada, 
Roy. John Williamson, M. A. (Oxoh), 
died, this summer at his rosidonco, 
4095 Cote des Neiges Road, He was 
in his 78th year. At the time of -his 
death, he was' prof essor of classics in 
the Presbyterian College, Montreal, a 
position which he had held for sev 
eral years. Although' never in chargo 
of any church in the city, ho earned 
a name as an eloquent preacher 
through his appearances in the pulpits 
of various churches. 

Mr. Williamson was born in San- 
quhar Dumprcsseiho, in Scotland. Ho 
was educated at Glasgow University, 
receiving there his B. A. degree, after 
which ho was ordained a minister of 
the Church of Scotland. In 1880 ho 
came to Canada and Jointed the staff 
of Lyall's private school in Montreal 
Fivo years later, he returned to Eng- 
land, going to Oxford University and 
remaining there for two years, at the 
end of Which time lie received his 
M.A. degree. 

He then "came to Canada for the 
second time, establishing himself 
again in Montreal, and opening a 
private school under the name of the 
"Criohton School." This he carried 
on with notable , success until 1911, 
when he retired. In late years ho 
was lecturer in classics and Hebrew 
at the Presbyterian College.

J. ' E.. Mollis,' Ceylon and India 
General Mission, nnd Bov. W. J. 
Anderson of the Inland South Amer- 
ica Mission. The speakers brought 
out aspects of' the mission work from 
tho four corners of the globe. ' . 
Church Services Held 
Sunday morning • the delegates 
went as a body to the Church of the 
Epiphany. Here the rector, Rev. 
Dyon Hague gave a soul-stirring 
sermon on "Growing in the Fullness 
and Likeness of Jesus Christ." In the 
evening the delegatos attended Knox 
Presbyterian Church where the 
Minister, Rev. John G. Inkster, spoke 
on "The Source of Rower." During 
the afternoon at a "squash" held at 
the house of tho secretary of the 
I.V.C.F., Rov. F. N. Palmer, a discus- 
sion was held the subject of which 
was, "Winning Students to Christ." 
Besides this reports were submitted

Historians May Hold Next 
Quinquennial Conference 
In America' 

An interesting description of the 
Anglo-American Historical Conven- 
tion was given by Professor W. T. 
Wfftigh, head of tho department of 
History in an Interview yesterday 

afternoon. The convention was held 

' s • • . — 

In London and was the third quin- 
quennial gathering of Its kind. 

"Owing probably to the economic 
depression," stated Prof. Waugh, "the 
number of delegates from the United 
States and Canada was not as large 
as formerly but nevertheless soveral 
prominent men from both countries 
were present." Canadian representa- 
tives Included Profoasor Waugh, Pro- 
fessor Duncan MacArthur q£ Queens, 
Professor Chester Newell of Mac- 
Master, and Dr. Biggar of the Can- 
adian Archives. 

' Quinquennial Meeting 
The conference is a gathering of 
teachers and writers of history which 
Is held every five years at the Insti- 
tute of Historical Bcsearch - in Lon- 
don. The suggestion was made at 
this session that the next meeting be 
held in America but nothing definite 
has been decided. 

The conference was opened by 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
of Great Britain who, said Professor 
Waugh, "Found time In the midst of 
tho crisis caused by tho threatened 
collapse of Germany to deliver a 
most delightful address on 'The In- 
terest of History for tho Practical 
Politician' ". 

Soveral general meetings of tho 
Conference 1 wore held, one of the 
most Interesting papers being read by 
Mr. Phillip Guedalla,- the weH known 
historian and biographer who spoke 
on "Modern Biography". 'A-llvely and 
witty discussion followed. 

Various Sections 
Tho conference, then broke up Into, 
sections— the Middle Ages, Nineteenth 
Century .otc.,. ono of the most Impor- 
tant of which .was the section on Im- 
porjal and Colonial History. Profess- 
or MacArthur of Queens read an ad- 
dress to this section on , the "Rise if 
Canadian .Nationalism." In the sub- 
sequent: debate Important parts were 
played :by., Professor Waugh, Profes- 
sor New.elh Professor Basil Williams, 
formerly.'.rof , McGill -: and Professor 
Morrison, formerly of Queens. :', 

While In England this summer 
Professor Waugh was working on his 
"History of Europe in the Fifteenth 
Century," which he hopes to place In 
the hands of the publishers in a short 
time.. He was also working on some 
sections of the Cambridge . Medieval 
History to, which he ha3' been asked 
to contribute. 



Canal Commission 
Appoints Doctor 
Stephen Leacock

Architectural Traditions Of 
Province Subject Of 
Add, 

DESCRIBES EDIFICES 

Mr. Neilson Guest Speaker 
During Provincial Hour 
Last Night 

At the Invitation of tho provincial 
government, Mr. Gordon A. Neilson, 
demonstrator in the School of Archi- 
tecture, gave a fifteen minute talk 
over Station CKAC during the Pro- 
vincial Hour. The subject of the ad- 
dress was' the old Habitant buildings 
In the province of Quebec. 

Mr. NoUson told of how French 
Canadian architecture had begun al- 
most as soon as the"' first colonists had 
•set foot in the new land. Indeed, so. 
prolific wero their efforts that at one 
time the governor- of New France had 
to -forbid tho beginning of- new build- 
ings until a good .quota'' of thé old 
ones were finished. A count taken' in 
the year '1666 showed that :-a "great 
number of men were . employed in 
crafts directly concerned with archi- 
tecture, such as that. of stone' masonry. 
Three Classes . 
These old'. houses, said Mr. Neilson,. 
fall into -three classes:— City '■ houses, 
in Quebec, and Montreal, " the farm 
houses, in tho Montreal district, and 
the farm houses In the Quebec dis- 
trict. The speaker then gave a de- 
tailed description of those three types 
of houses. The city type, he declared, 
had beon fairly common until quite 
recently, but many of them had been' 
torn down In street widening oper- 
ations and other civic alterations.
